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SEA WARFARE IS IN LIMELIGHT 


GERMANY REPORTS 
MUCH SHIPPING WAS 
SUNK ON WEDNESDAY 


HIGH COMMAND ALSO SEEKS 
TO DISPEL FEARS OF AMER- 


ICAN SHIPPING

BERLIN, Feb. 15.—W— 


The high command today 
reported 
58,000 
tons 
of 


shipping were sunk yester- 
day in a "particularly suc- 
cessful day for German sea 
war." 


Authorized sources at the 


same time sought to dispel some 
fears precipitated 
by yesterday's 


references to American shipping 
submitting to British contraband 
control by saying no suggestion had 
been made that American ships un- 
der certain circumstances might be 
sunk without notice. 


A spirit of optimism over the 


German 
counror-hlockade against 
Britain prevaded government quar- 
tpri. over the reports of successes 
Jn the sea war, particularly by 
submarines. 


The iress and sources author- 


.iirea to comment joined In charg- 
ing that Britain was striving to In- 
volve neutrals in the war by re- 
quiring ships to enter contraband 
control bases and other means. 


But officials authorized to com- 


ment said that apprehension In 
Washington as Indicated by press 
reports from the United States over 
Ue possibility of American ships 
being sunk without warning was 
ill-founded. 


Competent quarters said Germany 


heartily approved a statement at- 
tributed to Senator Pittman (D- 
Nev) that danger to American ves- 
sels would be minimized if 
the 
British ceased hauling vessels into 
'British ports for search. 


Based on Misapprehension 


But the fear attr^mted to Pitt- 
man that American vessels were In 
danger of "being.sunk without no- 
tice" is b'ascd on misapprehension', 
they -said. 


They described the German at- 


titude as being that the German 
naval forces have the right to pre- 
vent the entry of neutral ships Into 
British ports and that this right 
exists even it the neutral ships are 
forced into sucli harbors by war- 
ships. 


"American vessels are prevented 
by American law from touching 
English ports," one said, "so the 
greatest danger Is obviated at the 
outset by wise American legisla- 
tion. 


"In connection with the reported 


sinking of the Netherlands liner 
Burgerdljk when it was entering 
the Downs, It Is stated that legally 
the same rule would apply If an 
American ship willingly or In the 
custody of the enemy were to enter 
Gibraltar -harbor. 


"But there is merely a hypotheti- 
cal discussion and in no event was 
there a suggestion that an Ameri- 
can ship might be sunk without no- 
tice—which raises altogether dif- 
ferent rules of sea warfare." 


These sources insisted Germany

SECRETARY WALLACE 
DEFENDS HIS FARM 


PROCESSING TAXES 


INCOME .CERTIFICATE. SYS- 
TEM OFFERS BEST POSSIBLE 


SOLUTION HE DECLARES 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
15.— 


Secretary Wallace told the house 
agricult»re committee today that 
ris "income certificate" system of 
processing taxes offered tho best 
possible way to enable 
farmers 


to "withstand the stresses of the 
present 
war." 


Indeed, he said, the 
National 


Welfare requires congress to in- 
crease farm income. 


Wallace recommended the cer- 


tificate plan for boosting the cash 
yield for producers of such crops 
as cotton, wheat, tobacco, rice, 
frunes and raisins. 


For certain other crops, such 


as corn, which do not pass through 
a centralized manufacturing pro- 
cess, he recommended 
increased 


government appropriations for ben- 
efit payments. 


The secretary outlined four al- 


ternative methods for increasing 
farm income: • 


Increased anpropriations for sub- 


sidies, 
price-fixing, 
government 


loans that would peg commodity 
prices at higher levels, and the 
marketing certificate plan. 


"As I have been able to deter- 


mine, the marketing certificate ap- 
rroach Is clearly superior." 


Wallace said some persons had 


believed that the war would re- 
sult In a substantial increase in 
farm prices and thereby produce 
at least a temporary solutlo 
of 
the farm problem. 


"But agriculture Is not profiting 


from the war In Europe, and 
Is 


not likely to profit at any time 
in the near future. And for 
>me 


groups of producers, the war' has 
been an economic calamity, x x x 
the net effect of the war on ag- 
riculturde has been-to shut off a 
large part of the world market 
for our farm products x x x the 
war is llkelv to make farm pro- 
grams for the export crops more 
necessary rather than less neces- 
sary."

Women literally are wearing the 
pants in many European families

Since the war started they have 


knitted to the tune of bursting 
bombs, fought in tho front lines, 
scrubbed floors, worked in muni- 
tions plans and performed a thous- 
and dreary but necessary tasks. 


Their rewards have varied from 
grim war front burials to the 
$2,000 a year paid some superintend- 
ents in Great Britain's auxiliary 
fighting services. 


With husbands and fathers away 
at war and children removed to 
safe country havens, many homes 
have become drab places for hur- 
ried meals and snatches of sleep. 


Among 
European 
belligerents 


Britain ar.d Finland are making 
the maximum use of their femi- 
nine reserves. 


App>V)ximately 76,000 women en- 


listed In Finland's Lotta Svard, an 
auxiliary organization, when Soviet 
Russia Invaded the little country. 
Since then a number have been 
killed In performing their duties 


and have been decorated 
post- 
humously, 


Wearing trim gray uniforms, they 


work close to the front lines cook- 
Ing, 
laundering, operating canteens 


and doing clerical work. 
Lotta Svard Takes Over 
With almost every able-bodied 


man enrolled for military service, 
the Lotta Svard has taken over all 
types of civil work behind the lines 
and mans air raid 
observation 
posts. Whenever the members have 
a spare moment they spend it 
knitting. 


An Associated Press correspond- 
ent tells of seeing a dozen Finnish 
women knitting in an air raid 
shelter while the earth shook with 
the repercussions of Russian bomb- 
ers.Each member of the Lotta Svard 
receives a small allowance from 
the government.

Lashing g a l e s at sea 


brought a new menace to 
life and property today in 
the wake of winter's heav- 
iest snowstorm which left 
36 known dead, scores in- 
jured, and drifts piled high 
throughout the east. 


The weather bureau In Washing- 


ton, D. C., sent out a bulletin, warn- 
ing that a storm of "great Intens- 
ity attended by gales over a wide 
area" was raging in a focus about 
150 miles east of Nantucket, Mass. 
Hearts overtaxed by If shoveling 
snow or battling through snow- 
drifts accounted for a majority of 
the storm fatalities, with! hard-hit 
Pennsylvania registering 8 deaths, 
Upstate New York 8, New Jersey 
8, New York City 6, Maryland 3, 
and New England 3. 
In metropolitan New York, where 
an official fall of eight inches was 
recorded, Deputy Commissioner of 
Sanitation Edward C. Nugent call- 
ed out 23,000 extra men in addition 
to the regular force of 12,500 to 
tackle the job of snow removal. 


Although the major force of the 


storm, which came as a Valentine 
Day's "gift" from the south, has 
blown Itself out to sea, high winds 
still harassed shipping In Inland 
coastal waters. 


A coast guard cutter, a flreboat 
and police launch struggled 
for 


more than an hour in the ice-chok- 
ed Hudson river before finally re- 
trieving 
seven 
derelict 
lighters 


which broke away while loading 
the Furness Bermuda liner Eastern 
Prince at the foot of West 55th 
street. Ferryboats had to dodge 
the drifting craft. 


Another Shipping: Menace 


Another menace to shipping was 


reported off - Cape-Hatteras, N. C, 
when the Diamond Shoals HgKt- 
ship parted her mooring and went 
adrift in mountainous seas. She was 
later reported fighting her way 
back to her station.

WASHINGTON,

Senator Clark (D-Mo) urged con- 
gress today to write Into the neu- 
trality act a provision outlawing 
any 
except 
forced 
landings 
of 


American airmail planes at 
Ber- 
muda. 


Asserting that British action In 
"rifling" American mails at 
Ber- 


muda had caused a great deal of 
International friction, Clark offer- 
ed a bill in the senate to alter the 
section which specifically excluded 
Bermuda mail planes from restric- 
tions of the neutrality law. 


He declared that the "Insistence 


of the British government In rifling 
the United States mails" at 
Ber- 


muda had provoked protests by the 
state department with apparently 
little result. 


His amendment was referred to 
the foreign relatlonc committee. 


On a related aspect of foreign af- 
fairs Senator Glass (D-Va) said 
that the neutrality law "has boon 
encouraging Hitler to make 
the 
threat" that Germany has the right 
to attack American vessels whloh 
pass through 
British 
contraband 
control stations. 


"I think we ought to operate un- 


der international law instead o'f the 
neutrality act," Glass said. 


Other developments at the cap- 
itol: 


The house committee investigat- 
ing the labor board was summoned 
for a closed session at which mem- 
bers were expected to discuss the 
advisability of Immediately recom- 
mending amendments to the Wag- 
ner labor law. One proposal under 
careful consideration would elim- 
inate the present three-man board 
and substitute a new organization. 
Secretary Wallace told the house 


agriculture committee his "Income 
certificate" system of processing 
taxes offered the best method for 
aiding farmers to "withdraw the 
stress of the present war." 


Dies Returns tn Capital

The class of 1896—men 43 and 


44—was called up

over Helsinki today to cause the 
capital's first air raid alarm in 
weeks. No bombs were dropped, 
however. 


Instead they were reported to 


have roared to the town of Riihi- 
makl, about 20 miles north ot 
Helsinki and bombed it heavily, 
starting numerous fires. 


A Finnish 
communique 
de- 


scribed heavy 
fighting on 
the 


Isthmus front now in its 
16th 
day of battle, and declared Rus- 
sian attacks had been repulsed 
on numerous sectors. 


The Finns shot down 16 Soviet 


planes yesterday 
and 
Russian 


fli6rs, fighting among themselves 
downed one of their

craft, 
the communique asserted

light on the incident. 


Finnish front 
line troops

They're 
always trying to find something 
wrong with the state system, they 
take up a lot of our time and the 
needy aged suffer as a consequence. 


"While they're bothering us, we 
cannot concentrate on trying to 
Bpeed up relnvestigation of pension 
applicants with our small force of 
field 'examiners. That's where we 
Bhould concentrate—not on a merit 
system." 
The merit system for department 
employes Johnson referred to was 
one which the federal board de- 
manded and which the attorney 
general's department ruled was Im- 
possible under Texas statutes. 


A merit plan, setting up a divis- 
ion within the welfare department, 
Is currently awaiting approval of 
the federal board. 
February pension checks totaled 
120,351 and averaged $9.13 each, an 
increase of 22 cents over the Janu- 
ary average.
